(P)—Prés- 
ident Truman told the parliament 
of this northern “good neighbor’ 
today the United States intended 
to help those nations that want to 
live in peace, without coercion or 
intimidation. 

Senators and membéfs or the 
House of Commons stood and ap- 
plauded as the President, attired 
in formal morning clothes, enter- 
ed the House chamber. 

“We intend to aid those who 
seek to live at peace with their 
neighbors, without coercing or 
being coerced, without intimidat- 
ing or being intimidated,” the 
President told the lawmakers.

Bay Cities Tied 
Up as 3000 Car 
Drivers Strike 


OAKLAND, June 11 (/) 
More than a half-million persons 
were stranded without mass 
transportation in six east bay cit- 
ies and across the bay bridge to 
San Francisco today as 3000 AFL 
union car operators struck the key 
system in a dispute centering 
around increased pay demands. 

The tieup was the largest in a 
series called on California trans- 
portation systems from Sacra- 
mento to Los Angeles. 

Representatives of the Amalga- 
mated Association of Street, Elec- 
tric Railway and Motor coach em- 
ployees ‘of America called their 
members off their routes at 12:01 
a.m. and ordered picket lines es- 
tablished at 4 a.m. 

The strike marooned 40,000 
commuters who ride the system’s 
electric trains across the bay 
bridge to San Francisco. 

It paralyzed the regular trans- 
portation of Oakland, Alameda, 
Berkeley, Richmond, Hayward 
and San Leandro.

More Police Protection Needed 


In Ontario, Safety Council Says 


Additional man power and equip- 
ment is the solution to the mount- 
ing accident rate in Ontario ac- 
cording to reports submitted to 
the safety council at a meeting 
Monday evening.
